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American  Arbor  Vitae 

(Thuya  Occidentalis) 

The  American  Arbor  Vitae  is  very  hardy 
and  useful  for  landscape  development.  It 
stands  trimming  well  and  is  much  planted 
for  evergreen  hedges,  but  if  grown  as  a  tree 
it  gets  to  be  of  good  size,  perfect  shape  and 
beautiful  without  trimming  or  pruning.  It 
is  sometimes  planted  in  rows  a  few  feet 
apart  and  allowed  to  grow  without  trimming 
or  cutting  back.  The  branches  will  inter¬ 
weave  and  it  makes  a  most  efficient  wind¬ 
break.  The  fern-like  foliage  is  very  dense, 
soft  and  of  a  deep  green  color.  In  beginning 
its  growth  the  arbor  vitae  is  more  like  the 
junipers  and  different  from  other  conifer¬ 
ous  evergreens.  Our  seedlings  are  grown 
from  seeds  collected  in  northern  Wisconsin, 
the  best  type  available  and  we  have  growing 
a  very  large  number  of  all  sizes  listed  and 
can  fill  orders  promptly.  This  tree  does  not 
start  its  growth  as  early  as  Spruce  and  Pines 
and  can  be  shipped  from  April  until  June  and 
September  until  November.  Nurserymen  and 
florists  can  grow  from  our  four  to  eight 
inch  size  at  very  reasonable  prices.  No  collec¬ 
tion  of  evergreen  trees  is  complete  with¬ 
out  American  Arbor  Vitae.  Seldom  attack¬ 
ed  by  insects;  the  foliage  contains  cedar  oil 
which  protects  and  preserves  it,  retaining 
its  color  and  remaining  soft  and  pliable  for 
weeks  after  being  cut  from  the  branches, 
the  sprays  are  used  by  florists  for  decorative 
purposes. 
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Algerian  Silver  Fir 

(Abies  Numidica) 

A  fine  luxuriant  tree;  its  native  home,  the 
north  African  mountains,  where  it  grows  in 
large  forests  at  an  altitude  of  about  6,000 
feet  above  sea  level;  is  very  hardy  and  well 
adapted  for  growing  in  North  temperate  cli¬ 
mates. 

Polar  Spruce 

(Picea  Excelsa  Borealis) 

From  the  region  bordering  the  Arctic  cir¬ 
cle,  Finland  and  Lapland.  Resembles  Norway 
Spruce,  but  is  of  smaller  growth.  The  foliage 
very  compact  and  of  a  beautiful  shade  of 
Fern  green.  The  seeds  of  excellent  quality, 
often  germinating  96  per  cent. 

Japanese  Larch 

(Larix  Leptolepis) 

This  species  is  found  in  the  Islands  of  Nip¬ 
pon,  north  of  Japan,  34  to  41  degrees  north 
latitude  where  it  grows  at  an  altitude  of 
from  5,000  to  7,000  feet  above  sea  level  in  a 
cool  and  comparitively  dry  climate;  it  is  of 
rapid,  strong  growth,  very  hardy,  resists 
drought  much  better  than  other  Larch  and 
will  be  suitable  to  grow  in  temperate  cli¬ 
mates. 

Handling  of  Evergreens 

In  the  handling  of  Evergreens,  never  allow 
the  roots  to  become  dry.  Their  sap  is  resinous 
and  once  hardened  no  amount  of  moisture 
will  dissolve.  Dip  the  roots  in  thin  mud  as 
soon  as  unpacked  and  leave  them  there  until 
setting  out.  Deciduous  trees  require  the  same 
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treatment  but  will  not  dry  out  so  quickly. 
Use  plenty  of  water  when  planting —  thor¬ 
ough  watering  and  alternate  time  thorough 
cultivation  after  planting;  every  ten  days 
until  trees  are  well  established. 

We  prepare  trees  for  shipment  immediate¬ 
ly  after  being  dug  up.  The  roots  are  dipped 
in  a  composition  of  clay  and  water,  then  pack¬ 
ed  in  damp  moss  and  rolled  firm  with  kraft 
paper,  leaving  the  tops  free  and  excluding  air 
from  the  roots.  The  bundle  is  then  wrapped 
with  burlap,  well  tied  and  securely  sewed, 
making  a  neat  bundle,  not  too  heavy  to  ship 
by  express,  same  being  preferable.  Will  not 
use  other  modes  of  transportation  unless  or¬ 
dered  by  purchaser.

Directions  for  Growing  Young  Trees 

from  Seed 

The  seed  bed  is  usually  eight  feet  wide 
and  any  length  required.  The  ground  should 
be  very  thoroughly  pulverized  and  rolled  or 
stamped  perfectly  smooth  and  even,  and  seed 
scattered  broadcast  on  the  surface  and  cov¬ 
ered  with  sand  or  a  very  light  sandy  loam 
to  the  depth  of  one  half  inch.  Use  formalde¬ 
hyde  dust;  two  ounces  to  the  cubic  foot  of 
sand,  mixed  twenty-four  hours  before  using, 
to  prevent  the  condition  known  as  “damping” 
in  coniferous  seedlings.  The  latter  is  a  fungus 
attacking  little  trees  in  damp  warm  weather. 
Watch  carefully  each  day  and  if  you  notice 
tops  broken  off,  remove  shading  one  or  not 
over  two  hours  in  strong  sunlight.  Too  much 
sunlight  will  kill  the  small  trees.  Small  trees 
must  be  shaded.  Stakes  should  be  driven  at 
intervals  on  each  side  of  the  seed  bed  and  a 
rail  or  board  nailed  on  to  support  shading. 
The  latter  is  best  made  bv  nailing  lath  on 
small  poles  ten  feet  long.  Eight  feet  should 
be  covered  with  lath  about  one-half  inch 
apart;  allowing  balance  of  poles  to  project 
at  the  end.  These  will  make  handles  for 
carrying  shading.  Young  trees  must  be  shad¬ 
ed  on  appearance.  Remove  shading  in  early 
winter.  Protect  young  trees  with  leaves, 
straw  or  evergren  boughes  until  spring,  to  be 
replaced  with  shading.  Small  trees  transplant¬ 
ed  in  bed  should  be  shaded  also.

Cuttings  of  Trees  and  Shrubs 
for  Propagation 

Most  of  the  varieties  listed  are  very  easy 
to  grow  from  cuttings.  Shading  helps  them 
but  most  of  them  listed,  if  watered  regular¬ 
ly  will  grow  without  shade.  We  put  them  up 
in  bunches  of  25,  the  tops  all  one  way,  and 
the  severed  ends  well  wrapped  with  damp 
moss.

Being  tolerant  of 
close  planting  and  heavy  clipping,  it  makes 
a  valuable  trimmed  hedge. 


Chinese  Bird  Cherry 

(Prunus  Tomentosa) 

A  true  cherry  for  delicious  jelly  and  pie. 
Comes  true  from  seed.  Bears  very  young  and 
profusely.  Rivals  Bridal  Wreath  Spirea  as  an 
ornamental  flowering  shrub.
